FmNernment ought to have shut 
down all the wearing-appare! mills 
for thirty or sixty days at the begin- 
ning. He asserted that the govern- 
ment has now taken over all the 
wool in this country and that if none 
is imported we have no more than 
enough to outfit 2,000,000 soldiers. 

“It is a cate of pePsonal sacri- 
fice to save our fighting men,“ he 
declares. “Are you willing to go with- 
out a new woo! suit so a soldier can 
be properly clothed? If curtailment 
of ordinary comforts of life will 
hurt trade, for God's sake ‘s hurt 
trade!“ 

This remark drew forth great ap- 
plause and was the subject of much 
comment after the banquet. 

Senator Flint called attention to 
the fact that Congress has the 
power to take any step to win the 
war and that the President may 
even seize personal property. He said 
he wouldn't be surprised to see 
wealth conscripted and pointed out 
thet the people of England who 
have incomes of $5000 a year pay 
$1000 of it as war tax. while Ameri- 
cane pay 880 on $5900. 

UP TO INDIVIDUAL. 

Lesiie Henry, special representa- 
tive of the Federal Reserve Bank on 
the State Central Committee for 
Southern California, made a siash- 
ing address in which he put the win- 
ning of the war up to the individual, 
and declared that it is a case of 
discipline yourself or let the gov- 
ernment discipline you. 

He says that some things are go- 
Ing to happen in the way of food, 
of} and merchandise regulation in 
the next few weeks which will bring 
the people up on their tees His opin- 
ion is that there is going to be less 
joyriding the longer the war goes on, 
and that bread tickets are not far 
distant. 

“We must learn, said he. “that 


personal interest is not supertor to 
the security of society. The other 
day an eastern woman who wanted 
to visit ber son in a Georgia army 
camp wanted to hook her special 
car onte a train. Refused the priv- 
ese, she offered to pay for forty 
tickets in order to occupy a ralil- 
road's private car alone. She finally 
had to mingle with the common herd 
in the Pullman. Right there she 
got a great lesson in what democ- 
racy means. Here in Los Angeles 
we can teach ourselves the lesson of 
sacrifice for our country by going 
without new shoes, bats, suits and 
dresses, cutting out the cigars and 
economizing on food.

Reports made public by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission disclose that the 
first month's operation of the rall lines of 
the country by the Federal government wil! 
cost the taxpayers $70,000,000. 
IN JANUARY, 1917, UNDER PRIVATE 
OPERATION, THE RAILROADS EARNED 
A PROFIT OF NEARLY $68,000,000: IN 
JANUARY, 1918, UNDER GOVERNMENT 
THE RAILROADS LOST 


As the government guarantees to the own- 
ers of the railroads an income equal to the 
average earnings of the roads for three 
years before they were taken over, that 
$68,000,000, plus the $2,227,000, must be 
made up from the general tax fund. 

Many explanations are offered for the 
financial failure of government operation; 
but the people of the country are interested 
chiefly in results. Converting a $68,000,000 
Profit into a $2,000,000 loss in a single 
month is not likely to stimulate any de- 
mand that the railroads shall be operated 
permanentiy by politicians in place of by 
_ Proponents of government 
ownership will hardly care to claim that 
business was dull in January and that there 
Was nothing for the roads to haul; for 
there was more freight offered for ship- 
ment during that month than the roads 
could handle The politicians and the pub- 
lie are both beginning to discover that the 
operation of the rafiroads of the country 
Under private ownership represented a de- 
gree of efficiency which no publicly-owned 
enterprise has ever been able to approach.

In the British House of Lords recently 
Lord Parmoor made a motion approving 
the principle of a league of nations, with 
“a tribunal whose orders should be enforci- 
ble by adequate sanction.” 

On this side of the Atlantic Senator Owen 
of Oklahoma has urged the formation by 
treaty of a peace league between the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan 
and China. He would have this league de- 
mand of Germany and Austria either to 
make peace within thirty days or for five 
years the league would shut them off abso- 
lutely from commercial intercourse with 
the rest of the world, and that for every 
thirty days after the first thirty that Ger- 
many refused to make peace a year would 
be added to the five years’ period. 

The league of peace proposed by Senator 
Owens would be a powerful boycotting as- 
sociation directed at Germany and Austria 
by the six nations composing it, but, while 
entirely justifiable, it would not include the 
larger and nobler purpose intended by the 
organization of a Nation of Nations on the 
lines suggested by Grotius and favored by 
ex-President Taft, by the late Gen. Harrison 
Gray Otis and many others.

NO HURRY IN 
MOONEY CASE. 


Governor Says He'll Decide 
When Time Comes. 

Is Focus of Attention at 
Kearny’s Review. 


Mayor and City Council are 
Lesser Luminaries.

(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

SAN DIEGO, March 29.—Mixing 
politics with a military review is 
next to impossible, but it was done 
here today despite the fact that ev- 
erybody was keyed to a high pitch 
over the big pageant and seemed to 
be more interested in the passing 
columns than in California's pres- 
ent or next Governor, the Los An- 
geles Mayor and Council and others 
who take an active part in our own 


poll 1 field. 

I as a big day for the Gover- 
nor. He was “it” at the parade 
ground, where he was kept busy for 


a couple of hours saluting the sol- 
diers and shaking hands with civil- 
janes, but persistent newspaper men 
would not let him forget that he is 
in politics and every few minutes 
one of them would call it to his at- 
tention. 

The reputed telegram from Pres!i- 
dent Wilson to Gov. Stephens about 
Mooney started the ball rolling at 
Oceanside, where the executive 
party, consisting of the Governor, 
Mayer Woodman and Adjt.-Gen. 
Borree, were halted by a big “cop,” 
— delivered the following mes- 


_ a reporter from San 
Diego told me to stop you and find 
out if you are going to commute 
the death sentence which has been 
imposed upon Mooney. He said he 
was sorry he couldn't get here to 
interview you personally.” 

The Governor smiled, but his 
only reply was to the effect that he 
would not object to smiling at the 
reporter if he saw him at Camp 
Kearny or San Diego. He saw him 
at both places and he smiled. No 
satisfaction was given any of the 
inquiries. 

Fortunately I rode to 
Kearny with the Governor. I never 
would have asked him such a 
question had not the San Diego re- 
porter broken the ice. To my query 
he also smiled. but he added a few 
remarks which seem more or less 


significant to me. 
AS TO MOONEY. 
“You see, this is a very serious 
matter,” he said. “But I know of 


no reason for me to give it consid- 
eration until it gets to me. At pres- 
ent the question is still in the courts 
and will remain there until it is de- 
cided definitely whether a new trial 
will be granted. After that the date 
of execttion sill be set. That may 
be several months off.” 

That is about all the Governor 
said about it, but he gave me the 
impression that action so far as he 
is concerned will not be necessary 
until July or August, maybe after 
the primaries, and I opine that he 
will put it off to the last moment. 

Asked many times as to his own 
political future the Govérnor 
evaded anewerine direct questions 
by referring to the importang part 
California is taking in the war and 
asserting that he is interested now 
in nothing but its successful prose- 
cution. 

There was nothing else happened 
involving the Governor other than 
a reception or two in San Diego, 
where he made a couple of patriotic 
talks tonight, but déther political 
lights of Los Angeles refused to be 
dimmed. 

Mayor Woodman. carrying a mil- 
itary pass that took him where no 
others, not excepting the Governor, 
Gared trespass, was a conspicuous 
figure, both on the parade ground 
and in San Diego. He was ereeted 
warmly dy Mai.-Gen. Strong. who 
told him “Camp Kearny is vours,” 
and many San Diego officials ex 
tended the hand of fellowshin. 

WOODMAN FOR SENATE? 

“Since you have withdrawn from 
the gubernatorial gossip we have 
heard down here that you are a 


likely candidate for United States 
Senator to succeed Senator Phelan,” 
said a San Diego official to the 
Mayor. The Mayor admitted that 
the suggestion had been made to 
him upon numerous occasions, but, 
like the Governor, he said, he is 
too busy running official Los Ange- 
les and assisting her people in doing 
their bit in the war to think much 
over a toga which is not to be 
handed out for a couple of years. 

Excepting Walter Mallard, Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, 
whose reputation for voting no has 
even reached San Diego, the whole 
City Council is here. They like 
their jobs so well and have become 
do accustomed to holding daily ses- 
sions that they found it impossible 
to resist the temptation this morn- 
ing when they visted the City Hall. 

Tomorrow the Councilmen will 
visit the harbor as guests of the 
San Diego Council. They will give 
special attention to the fire boat, 
which patrols the harbor. They 
hope to get some ideas which they 
can employ in selecting a boat for 
Los Angeles Harbor. 

In addition to the politicians no 
less than fifty members of various 
Los Angeles exemption boards were 
here for the day. They were de- 
lighted with the reception given 
them and the remainder of the 
party by Maj.-Gen. Strong. 

The general sent a squad of m. 
tary police to meet them and when 
they arrived in the camp all were 
accorded the convenlences of om. 
cers headquarters. There they were 
made to feel at home by Gen. Bell 
and Tieut. Crum of Pasadena. 

Gov. Stephens will return to Tos 
Angeles tomorrow morning. The 
Mayor left here tonight for home. 
The remainder of the party expects 
to stay until tomorrow evening.

SACRAMENTO, March 29.—Prest- 
dent Wilson has telegraphed Gov.

Mooney was con- 
victed of murder in connection with 
a bomb explosion in San Francisco 
in a preparedness parade, July 22.

WOMEN’S CLUBS.

Friday 

Evidently the “business” of the 
Friday Morning Club these days is 
Red Cross work, devoted, efficient, 
continuous, for yesterday's meetings 
programme really consisted of an in- 
spiring exhibition of one week's 
achievement in the Red Cross aux- 
Mary. True, Mrs. Andrew 8. Lobin- 
gier did concede the last ten minutes 
to a financial report; a report re- 
plete with solvency and copgerva- 
tion. Last year the club receipts 
totalled $21,000; this year they have 
reached $18,000 already, notwith- 
standing hard times, and dues have 
been paid up with commendable reg- 
vilarity, and 131 new members added. 
The total regular membership now 
is 1802, and only four have dropped 
this year, as against fifty last year. 

Notwithstanding the higher cost 
of everything, through vigilant econ- 
omy expenses have been cut by a 
few hundred dollars; especially on 
programmes has there been a sav- 
ing of $300, without any sacrifice in 
quality. Although new furniture has 
been purchased, and the kitchen 
elaborated, the house expense has 
shown a decrease, and even the of- 
fice expenses have dropped a couple 
of hundred without loss of efficiency. 

But it was that wonderful exhibi- 
tion of a single week's Red Cross la- 
bor that stirred one to enthusiasm. 
The stage was hung with sweaters, 
socks, hospital garments, and sur- 
gical dressings were piled high be- 
fore two attractive and continuous- 
ly-industrious dames, in Mrs. 
Wakelee and Mrs. Paul Dodds, who 
never ceased their labors through- 
out the programme. The club has 
600 knitters and has provided 3134 
knitted garments since the opening 
of the session, under the chairman- 
ship of-Mrs. M. Reed. Miss Helen 
Wisler’s surgical dressing depart- 
ment turns out a daily toll of 2000, 
and once had a record of 4951 in 
one day—in which the donated cut- 
ting machine plays an important 
part. The Entertainment Commit- 
tee, which provides the sinews of 
war, under the capable management 
of Mrs. Judson Mitchell, won a spe- 
cial round of grateful applause. Mrs. 
Mitchell has proved a “first-class 
business manager. 

Mrs. Josiah Evans Cowles, nation- 
al president, arrived during the 
morning direct from the State con- 
vention at Oakland. She made an 
address, in which she urged support 
for the fourteenth biennial conven- 
tion, April 30, at Hot Springs, Ark. 
declaring the importance of these 
collective conferences for the wel- 
fare of war service work. 

Mrs. Lobingier spoke of the Sat- 
urday dances for enlisted men, 
which, she said, have proved such a 
happy and popular success that more 
drastic rules must be laid down, par- 
ticularly in connection with the 
young girls attending them. Madame 
president reminded the club that ev- 
ery one of them was personally re- 
sponsible for the young girls they 
invite, and each girl may only re- 
ceive two invitations a month, and 
can only be admitted on a member's 
personal card. 

She also spoke for the coming 
Liberty Loan drive, and urged the 
women to see that the Friday club's 
quota receive the support of the hus- 
bands wherever possible.
